During a general (annual) meet- 
ing of the Aruba, Press Association 
held at the Trocadero last Tuesday 
night, March 10, 1953, the follow-

Mr. A. G. Rijsdijk Treasurer. 
Nothwithstanding the Statutes, 
ihe general meeting unanimously 
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agreed, following lengthy discus- 
sions, not to fill the vacancies for 
vice-president, Assistant Secretary 
and Commissioner at this time. 


Identification and Recognition. 


The Aruba Press Association is 
officialy recognized by the govern- 
ment and other official instances 
on the island as the representative 
organization of the Antillean press. 

It was revealed at the meeting 
that several persons who are and 
(evenmore so) who have been as- 
sociated with a_ publication for, 
sometimes, as short a period as 2 
weeks, have used press cards issued 
by said publications to secure cer- 
tain privileges. 

While persons, organizations 
and institution are free to grant 
privileges to whomever they wish, 
the Association feels strongly that 
certain .ex(part time) correspon- 
dents, not actually associated with 
this body, have created this i impres- 
sion to secure these privileges. 
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Consequently, people granting 
same, may be inclined to draw a 
connection between the actions and 
or behaviour of these individuals 
and the standards excepted of mem- 
bers of the Press Association. 

In this connection and for the 
purpose of easy identification if 
and when necessary, all members 
and associate members of the Press 
Association will be issued identifi- 
cation (press) cards during the 
course of this month. 

The ‘cards, will be counter-sign- 
ed (stamped) by H. H. the Lt. Go- 
vernor and will be valid for six 
months alter which time they will 
be replaced by new ones, of a dif- 
ferent color. This for control 
purposes and so as to cope with mu- 
tations taking place. 

Organizations, institutions and 
others who heretofore have recog- 
nized the Association and have is- 
sued separate invitations or_autho- 
rization cards to the Association, as 
well as others desirous of coopera- 
tion with the recognized press body, 
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Butterdishes, Fruitbewls, 


Sugarsets, Ashtrays, Candydishes, Waterpitchers, 


Coffee services, 


Cocktail. & Hors d’ oeuvre sets (with glass), Napkinholders, 


Tea-strainers, 
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will be requested to honor these 
identification cards and discontinue 
the practice of issuing separate 
cards. The editorial staff of the 
various publications will carry the 
responsibility of not delegating 
more reporters than absolutely ne- 
cessary to functions, activities, etc. 
Complainis for violations of these 
privileges will be promptly dealt 
with by the organization’s manage- 
ment. 


Activities During The Past Year : 


During the past year, the contact 
between the Association and its sis- 
terbedy in Curacao was maintained. 
The conferences with the Adminis- 
trative Council, whieh started in 
November 1951, were continued 
and the cooperation has been excel- 
lent. 

The privilege of KLM flights at 
half-fare for members of the Asso- 
ciation on press business in the Ca- 
ribbean area and Surmam was 
maintained and so was the ruling 
for sending copy of press matter 
to Curacao and vice versa. 

Durizg the year two members of 
the Association made press trips to 

oreign countries. Mr. W. J. Wes- 

terink covered the Olympic games 
at Helsinki (fmiland) and Mr. A. 
C. Rijsdijk represented the Aruban 
Press in Puerto Rico during the Ca- 
ribbean Festival. The latter was 
possible through financial assist- 
ance of the Aruba Tourist Commit- 
tee.

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GENERAL WOOD MAKES 
ALARMING STATEMENT 
LAGO DOES NOT CONFIRM. 


Distinguished visitor to Aruba 
this week Was General Robert E. 
Wood, U.S. millionair-businessman 
and president of the Board of Direc- 
tors of Sears Roebuck and Com- 
pany. 

General Wood accompanied by 
his daughter, Mrs. Calvert Fanfars, 
and a party comprising economical 
advisors and fashion designers, ar- 
rived here on Wednesday morning. 

‘The group was on its annual try 
to establish and/or ‘improve busi- 
ness relations in the Caribbean area 
and South America. 

During an interview with press- 
men at the airport, general Wood 
answered sevefal questions relating 
to Sears’ business relations in the 
above mentioned area and express- 
ed satisfaction with the progress 
made. In answer to a question 
whether Sears had plans to establish 
a branch here in Aruba, such as in 
many other places, the general an- 
swered in the negative. 

One of the reasons being that 
Aruba’s future is not too bright con- 
sidering that the “oil refineries in 
Aruba and Curacao would be gone 
in 10 years”. 

THE LOCAL, for reasons_be- 
yond our control was not present at 
the interview, but according to the 
Arubaanse Courant’s reporter, Ge- 
neral Wood had based the state- 
ment on “inside information from 
oil directors of Texas and Standard

Oil”. The publication also quot- 
ed general Wood as saying that this 
is “irrevocably so” and “the Antil- 
les should take the fact into consi- 
deration that the oil refineries in 
Aruba and Curacao will not remain 
here any longer than another 10 
years.” 

This statement by General Wood 
has started another trend of unea- 
siness among Lago Employees as 
well as others on the island and 
was the topic of discussions on 
Thursday and yesterday. 

A spokesman of the Lago whom 


we contacted in this connection, we ~ 


quote verbatim. 

General Wood may own sub- 
stantial amounts of oil stocks, but 
is no more able to comment on the 
refining situation in Aruba and Cu- 
racao than any other private citizen. 
li Lago can run its plant efficient- 
ly enough to compete with all the 
other refineries that are trying to

RUSSIA’S MALENKOV WILL 
FOLLOW POLICY OF PEACE 
AND FRIENDSHIP 


On Monday, Joseph Stalin, 
supreme ruler of Russia for 28 
years, was laid to rest in Mos- 
cow’s Red Square. In a vault of 
“massive red marble and granite 
mausoleum nestling at the fovt 
of the Kremlin wall, his body 
was placed by that of Vladimir 
Ilyich Lenin, founder of the 
Soviet state. Lenin died in 1924. 

Three top leaders of the new 
Soviet Government in funeral 
erations over Stalin’s body all 
spoke of its foreign policy as a 
“policy. of peace.” 

The new order of precedence 
in the Soviet Hierarchy was in- 


dicated when Lavrenti Beria. 
Internal Security and Police 
Chief, immediately followed 


Georgi Malenkov with a further 


oration. Vyacheslav Molotov, 
the new Foreign Minister, was 


third to speak. 

The new Prime Minister, Mal- 
enkovy vowed to follow a_ policy 
of “peace and friendship” with 
all the peoples, co-operation be- 
tween capitalism and Socialism. 
The Government would not per- 
mit the bleed of millions of peo- 
ple to be shed he said. 


NATION APPROVES 


Beria declared that the whole 
nation approved Malenkov’s ap- 
pointment as Premier. He en- 
deorsed Malenkovw’s peace decla- 
ration, but added: “Our armed 
forces are provided with the
